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REPORT  OF  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

The  Gorham  Budget  Committee  held  an  organizational 
meeting  on  January  9th,  when  they  elected  David  Murphy  as 
Chairman  and  David  Welsh  as  clerk  and  voted  to  hold  meetings 
on  Mondays,  January  19th,  January  26th,  February  2nd,  and 
February  9th  for  receiving  and  discussing  budgets  for  1970.  II 
found  necessary  it  was  voted  to  hold  a  final  meeting  on  Febru- 
ary 16th.  However  all  work  was  completed  at  the  February  9th 
meeting. 

During  the  next  four  meetings  operational  budget  requests 
for  1970  were  received  from  the  Gorham  School  Board,  Select- 
men, Fire  Wards,  Library  Trustees,  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tion, Recreation  Commissioners  and  Water  &  Sewer  Commis- 
sioners. The  Selectmen  asked  for  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of 
the  Tax  Collector  and  Deputy  Tax  Collector  to  $1300.00  a  year. 
The  retiring  Water  Commissioner,  Robert  York,  asked  that  the 
Water  &  Sewer  Commissioners'  pay  be  raised  to  $200.00  per 
year  from  the  present  annual  salary  of  $150.00  each.  All  these 
budgets  were  approved  as  presented  including  the  above  re- 
quested increases.  All  budget  requests  were  based  on  anticipated 
pay  raises  for  town  and  school  employees. 

The  Selectmen  brought  in  three  special  requests: 

1.  Purchase  of  a  new  Snow  Loader 

2.  Replacement  of  the  Washington  Street  Bridge 

3.  Addition  to  the  special  Dredging  appropriation. 
The  Budget  Committee  recommends  that  $32,900.00  be  ap- 
propriated for  purchasing  a  new  snow  loader,  the  money  to  be 
raised  by  short  term  notes  to  be  repaid  in  not  over  five  years. 
They  recommend  $7,200.00  be  raised  for  replacement  of  the 
Washington  St.  bridge  and  $3,100.00  be  raised  for  dredging  to 
be  added  to  the  balance  of  $8,909.24  carried  from  1969. 

The  School  District  Building  Committee  brought  in  a  report 
showing  they  would  have  a  surplus  of  over  $87,000.00  from 
interest  on  investments,  federal  funds,  bond  premium  and  mis- 
cellaneous sources.  They  asked  that  $31,000.00  of  this  surplus 
be  transferred  to  the  School  District  to  reduce  the  1970-71  ap- 
propriation and  the  balance  of  $56,000.00  be  used  as  follows: 

1.  High  School  Chimney  Repair  $  5,000.00 

2.  Old  High  School  Roof  Repair  5,000.00 

3.  New  Language  Laboratory  17,000.00 

4.  Physical  Education  Equipment  12,000.00 

5.  Library  Books  and  Materials  10,000.00 

6.  Band  Uniforms  7,000.00 

$56,000,000 
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The  Budget    Committee    recommends    that    the    Building 

Fund  surplus  be  used  as  requested  by  the  Building  Committee. 

Lawrence  Guay  presented  a  petition  regarding  adoption  of 

the  Town  Manager  Plan,  which  will  be  included  in  the  Town 

Warrant  and  on  the  ballot  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

If  this  plan  is  adopted  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
Budget  Committee  recommends  that  the  town  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  salary  of  the  town  manager  at  the 
annual  rate  of  $10,000.00  pro-rated  monthly.  The  sum  of 
$6,000.00  is  recommended  raised  in  1970  to  cover  a  possible 
seven  months'  salary  outlay,  if  the  plan  is  adopted. 

The  Selectmen  recommended  that  the  following  items  in 
their  budget  be  taken  from  Cash  on  Hand:
